WARSHIPS ESCAPE 
FROM PORT ARTHUR. 


Japanese Pursue Russian Vessels and a 
Great Fight Ensues. 


Battle Lasts All Day and at Night the Destroyers At- 
tack the Czar’s Craft—Battleships Retvizan and Po- 
bieda Seen Outside Port This Morning — Enormous — 
Garrison at Mulden. 


HEFOO, Aug. 11, 7:30 a.m.—[By Asiatic Cable. ] A Russian 


torpedo boat destroyer entered Chefoo Harbor at 5:30 o’clock 
this morning and reported that six Russian battleships, four 
cruisers and half of the torpedo boats escaped from Port Arthur 
yesterday morning. The torpedo boat destroyer left Port Arthur 


last night, bringing five passengers, who stated that the Japanese 


fleet is pursuing the Russians, and thata battle on the open sea 
is axpented. 
TOGO CLOSED IN. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.j 


TOKIO, Aug. 11, 11 a. m.—Evidently driven to sea by the fire 
of the Japanese land batteries, the Russian fleet emerged from 


Port Arthur yesterday morning. Admiral Togo immediately 


closed in and opened a severe engagement, which lasted until 
nightfall. Afterwards the Japanese destroyers and torpedo 
flotillas delivered a series of attacks. The Japanese fleet with- 
drew during the night. 

A guardship stationed off the harbor reported that she saw at 
dawn today the bat tleships. Retvizan and Pobieda steaming to- 
ward the harbor of Port Arthur. Admiral Togo has not yet re- 
ported the results of yesterday’s engagement. It is thought here 
that the Russians attempted to escape seaward from a base which 
is no longer tenable, but that they again refused w attempt to 


force Admiral Togo’s line. Details are expected hourly. 


SEVERE ENGAGEMENT.

LARGE WARSHIPS PUT OUT.

CHEFOO, Aug. 11, 10:30 a.m.—Capt. Rostchavoski of the 
Russian torpedo destroyer Riesitelini, which emerged from Port 
Arthur with the fleet Wednesday morning and which arrived here 
early this morning, states that his engines broke down when he 
was midway between Chefoo and Port Arthur, He proceeded at 


a speed of 12 knots to this port. He says he saw no Japanese 
vessels.

JAPAN MAY FORCE THE POWERS 
70 INTERVENE. 
Taking His Tip from Secretary 
Hay’s Note Relative to the Admin- 
istrative Entity of China, Mikado, 


by Clever Coup, Possibly Will 
Forestall Second Campaign.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. [By 
Atlantic Cable.]_ Discounting the fall 
of Port Arthur and the disastrous de- 
feat of Gen. Kouropatkin at the hands 
of the combined Japanese armies, some 
diplomats are already speculating upon 
the situation in which the combatants 
would be left and the question as to 
whether it would be possible that a 
way would be opened for peace. 

The almost unanimous opinion is 
that with her present record of victor- 
les, combined with the financial diff 
culties of continuing the war indef- 
initely, Japan would welcome peace 
and the almost equal unanimous ve 
dict is that Russia would adopt a con- 
trary course. Even should every Rus- 
sian soldier be driven out of Maa- 
churia the diplomats’ believe that ..us- 
sia could not afford to yield but would 
be compelled to doggedly continue the 
war, collect another army in Siberia 
and take the offensive next year. 

Several keen diplomais, however, are 
of the opinion that Japan by a clever 
coup in the event of Kouropatkin being 
routed, might perhaps force the powers 
to intervene in a way that Russia could 
not resist. One diplomat representing 
a European power at the court of Em- 
peror Nicholas said to the Associated 
Press: 

HAY'S NOTE MAY Do IT. 

* “Secretary Hay's note opening a wiy 
for the guarantee for tne administra- 
tive entity of China to which all the 
powers subscribed in principle mav, 
after all, become the means of brinz- 
ing about peace. If Japan, pushing the 
Russian military forces out of Man- 
churia and obtaining undisputed pos- 
session, should then formally relin- 
quish the province to China, its real 
owner, and call upon the powers, under 
their guarantee to protect the entity 
of the Celestial empire, I do not think’ 
the powers could escape responsibility. 

“It might be objected that the reply 
of the powers to Secretary Hay’s cir- 
cular note specifically exempted Man- 
churia as a sphere of military opera- 
tions but if Russia is no longer in Man- 
churia and Japan should relinquish the 
province, an entirely different situation 
would be created. 

“It might also be objected that Mr. 
Hay’s circular was designed primarily 
to prevent the embroilment of ~aina 
and, secondly, the dismemberment of 
the territory of the empire by the pow- 
ers at the end of the war. 

“There would, of course, be difficul- 
ties growing out of the predilections of 
the varous powers. Nevertheless, all 
the powers, I believe, are in accord in 
a common desire to see peace restored 
and many are of the opinion that the 
only hope of peace in the immediate 
future, if the Japanese succced in driv- 
ing the Russians out of Manchuria, 
rests upon the intervention of all the 
powers on the basis of their replies to 
Mr. Hay’s note. 

“Russia could better afford to yield 
to the powers than to Japan alone.” 

RAINS FAVOR RUSSIANS.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—Again 
the chance of a decisive battle be- 
tween Gen. Kouropatkin and the com- 
mander of the Japanese army seems 
to be disappearing. According to a

Parker, receiver for the Greater New 
York Home Oil Company, will sell at 
auction September 20, all oil-mining 
claims and oil-bearing property in the 
Beaumont region of Texas belonging to 
the insolvent company. The sale will 
bring to an end one of the most gigan- 
tic oil deals ever perpetrated on the 
public. There are more than fifteen 
hundred stockholders in the corpora- 
tion in New York alone, and practi- 
cally every dollar invested by them is 

hopelessly lost. 

The New York stockholders are em- 
ployés of the city departments who 
were induced to invest savings on the 
assurance that it was a “good thing,” 
and indorsed by some of the men 
“higher up.” The corporation had 3,- 
000,000 shares of stock to sell at $1 
par value a share, and large blocks 
of “treasury” stock, as it was called, 


was given away by promoters to se- 


cure services of selling agents. 

When the bubble burst, 200,000 shares 
of treasury stock had been sold to 
department employés in small lots. The 
amount of common stock outstanding 
is even greater in Texas, The alleged 
oll-bearing land is valueless, and the 
so-called oil mines mere holes in the 
ground, as free from oll as Sandy Hook.

only the right of freedom from actual 
servitude, imprisonment or restraint, 
but the right of one to use his facul- 
ties in all lawful ways, to live and 
work where he will and to pursue any 
lawful trade or business. These essen- 
tial rights of life, liberty and property 
are only guaran to the citizen. by 
the Constitution of each of the several 
States, but the States are by the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States forbidden to de- 
prive any person of any one of them 
without due process of law. 

Occasionally, by reason of unneces- 
sary or impatient agitation for re- 
forms, or because the limitations 
placed upon the departments of the 
government by the Constitution are 
disregarded by officials desiring to ac- 
complish that which to them seems 
good, whether the power exists in 
them or not, it becomes desirable to 
call attention to the fact that the peo- 
ple, in whom all power resides, have 
seen fit, through the medium of the 
Constitution, to limit governmental 
powers conferred and to say to de- 
partments created by it: “Thus far 
shalt thou go, and no farther.” 


To secure the ends sought the 
people have by the Constitution 
separated and distributed among the 


three departments of the government— 
the executive, legislative and judicial— 


certain powers, and it is the duty ot 


those administering each department 
to act so as to preserve rather than to 
destroy the potency of the coordinate 
branches of the government and thus 
secure the exercise of all the powers 
conferred by the people. 

Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to Wil- 
liam C. Jarvis, touching the perpetuity 
of our institutions, written many years 
after he had retired to private life, 
said: “If the three powers of our 
government maintaig their mutual 
independence of each other, it may 
last long, but not so if either can as- 
sume the authority of the other. 

It must be confessed that in the 
course of our history executives have 
employed powers not belonging to 
them; statutes Nave been that 
were expressly forbidden by the con- 
stitution and statutes have been set 
aside as unconstitutional until it was 
difficult to point out the. provisions 
said to de offended against in their 
enactment; all this has been donde 
with a good purpose, no doubt, but 
in disregard, nevertheless, of the fact 
that ours is a government of laws, 
not of men, deriving its “just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 

If we would have our government 
continue during the ages to come for 
the benefit of those who shall succeed 
us. we must ever be on our guard 
against the danger of usurpation of 
that authority, which resides in the 
whole people, whether the usurpation 
be by officials representing one of the 
great departments of government. or 
by a body of men acting without a

lustrations present some evidence of 
the failure of government to protect 
the citizen and his property, which 
not only justified the action of your 
convention in this regard but made its 
lis duty to call attention to the fact 
that constitutional guarantees are vio- 
lated wherever any citizen is denied 
the right to labor, to acquire and to 
enjoy property or to reside where his 
interests or inclination may determine; 
and the fulfillment of the assurance to 
rebuke and punish all denials of these 
rights, whether brought about by in- 
or government agencies, 
should be enforced by every official and 
supported by every citizen. The es- 
sence of good government lies in strict 
observance of constitutional limitations, 
enforcement of law and order and 
rugged opposition te all encroachment 
upon the sovereignty of the people. 
The foregoing suggestions but em- 
phasize the distinction which exists 
between our own and many other forms 
of government. It has been well said, 
in substance, that there are but two 
powers in government; one the power 
of the sword, sustained by the hand 
that wields it, and the other, fhe 
power of the law, sustained by an 
enlightened public sentiment. The dif- 
ference in the powers is the difference 
in the republic—such as powers, b 
on law and a written constitution, sup- 


| ported by intelligence and patriotism— 


and a monarchy, sustained by force ex- 
erted by an individual, uncontrolled 
by laws, other than those made or 
sanctioned by him; one represents con- 
stitutionalism, the other imperialism. 
The present tariff law is unjust in 
its operation, excessive in many rates, 


as to exact inordinate profits from the 
people. So well understood has this 
view. that many prom nent 
members of the Republican party and 
at least two of its State conventions 
have dared to voice the general senfi- 
ment on that subject. That party 
seems, however, to be collectively adie 
to harmonize only upon a plank that 
admits that revision may from time to 
time be necessary, but it is so phrase l 
that it is expected to be satisfactory to 
those in favor of an increase, of those 
who favor a reduction thereof, and to 
those opposed to any change whatever. 
Judged by the record of performance, 
rather than that of promise on the part 
of that party in the past, it would 
seem as if the outcome, io the event 
of its success would be to gratify the 
latter class. With absolute control of 
both: legislative and executive de- 
partments of the government since 
March 4, 1897, there has been neither 
reduction nor an attempt at reduction 
in tariff duties. It is not unreasonable 
to assume, in the light of that record 
that a future Con of that party 
will not ufidertake ¢ revision of the 
tariff downward in the event that it 
shall receive an indorsement of its past 
course on that subect jby the people. 

It is a fact and should be frankly 
conceded, that though our party be 
successful in the coming contest we 
cannot hope to secure a majority in 
the Senate during the next four years, 
and hence we shall be unable to secure 
any modification in the tariff save to 
which the Republican majority in the 
Senate may consent. While, therefore, 
we are unable to give assurances of re. 
lief to the people from such excessive 
duties as burden them, it is due to 
them that we should state our position 
to be in favor of a reasonable reduc- 
tien of the tariff; that we believe that 
it is demanded by the best interests 
of both manufacturer and consumer 
and that a wise and beneficent revision 
of the tariff can be accomplished as 
soon as both branches of Congress and

certainty and instability that has on 
other occasions manifested itself. This 
can be achieved by providing that such 
a reasonabie period shall intervene, be- 
tween ¢he date of the enactment of the 
statute making a revision and the date 
of its enforcement, as shall be deemed 
sufficient for the industry or business 
affected by such revision to adjust it- 
self to the changes and new condi- 
tions imposed. So confident am I in 
the belief that the demand of the people 
for a reform of the tariff is just that 
I indulge in the hope that should a 
Democratic House of Representatives 
and a Democratic Executive be chosen 
by the people, even a Republican Sen- 
ate may heed the warning and con- 
sent to give at least some measure 
of relief to the people, 

The combinations, popularly called 
trusts, which aim to secure a monop- 
oly of trade in the necessaries of life 
as well as in those things that are 
employed on the farm, in the factory 
and in many other fields of industry. 
have been encouraged and stimulated 
by excessive tariff duties. These op- 
erate to furnish a substantial market 
in the necessities of 80,000,000 of people 
by practically excluding competition. 
With so large a market and highly re- 
munerative prices continuing long aft- 
er the line of possible competition 
would naturally be reached the tampta. 
tion of all engaged in the same busi- 
ness to combine so as to prevent com- 
petition abroad and a resulting reduc- 
tion of prices has proved irresistible in 
a number of cases. All men must agree 
that the natural result of enacting 
laws that foster such inequitable con- 
ditions is most unfortunate for the peo- 
ple as a whole, and it would seem as if 
all ought to agree that the effective 
remedy would be to appropriately mod- 
ify the offending law. The growth of 
monopoly, of which complaint is justly 
made, cannot justly be laid at the 
floors of the courts of this country. 
The decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the Court of Ap- 
peals of this State and the Court of 
Last Resort in many other States war- 
rant the assertion that the common law 
as developed affords a complete legal 
remedy against monopolies. The fact 
that they have multiplied in number 
and in power has been due 
not Jo the failure of the courts to ap- 
ply the law when properly moved by 
administrative officials or private in- 
dividuals, but to the failure of or- 
ficiais charged with the duty of en- 
forcing the law to take the necessary 
procedure to procure the judgment of 
the courts in the appropriate jurisdic 
tion coupled. with the fact that the 
legisiative departments of some of our 
State governments as well as Congress 
in the manner already referred to have 
by legislation encouraged their propa- 
gation. What is needed in addition to 
the passage of a statute revising the 
taritt duties to a reasonable basis, is 
not so much other and different laws, 
as officials having the disposition and 
courage to enforce existing laws. While 
this is my view of the scope of the 
common law, if it should be made to 
appear that it is a mistaken one, then 
I favor such further legislation within 
constitutional lines as will give the 
people a just and a full measure of 


It is difficult to know how any citi- 
zen of the United States, much less a 


Filipinos. Can we hope to in- 
still into the minds of our ants 
reverence and devotion for a govern- 
ment by the people while denying ulti- 
mately that right to the inhabitants of 
distant countries, whose territory we 
have acquired either by purchase or by 
force? Can we say to the Filipinos, 
“Your lives, your lberty and your 


and expect we will long glory in that 
feature of the Magna’ C which 
has become incorporated, In substance 
and effect, into the Constitution of ev- 
ery State as well as into the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States? 

Can we hope for the respect of the 
civilized world, while proudly guar- 
anteeing to every citizen of the United 
States that no law shall be made or 
enforced which shall abridge the priv- 
lleges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States or deny to any person 
the equal protection of the laws, and 
at the same time not only deny simi- 
lar rights to the inhabitants of the 
Philippines, but to take away 
them the right of trial by jury and 
piace their lives and the disposition of 
their property in the keeping of those 
whom we send to them to be their 
governors? We shall certainly rue it 
as a nation if we make any such at- 
tempt. Viewing the question even 
from the standpoint of national selfish- 
ness, there is no prospect that the 
twenty millions of dollars expended in 
the purchase of the islands and the 
six hundred and fifty millions said to 
have been since disbursed will ever 
come back to us. The accident of war 
brought the Philippines into our pos- 
session and We @re not at liberty to 
disregard the responsibility of that 
which comes to us, but that responsi- 
bility will be best subserved by pre- 
paring the islanders as rapidly as pos- 
sible for self-government and giving to 
them the assurances that it will come 
as soon as they are reasonably pre- 
pared for it. There need be no fear 
that the assertion so often made of 
late that we have now become a world 
power, will then be without support. 
Ours is a world power, and as such it 
must be maintained, but I deny that 
it is all recently that the United States 
has attained that eminence. Our coun- 
try became a world power about a cen- 
tury ago, when, having thrown off for- 
eign domination, the people established 
a free government, the source of whose 
authority sprung and was continually 
to „ from the will of the peo- 
ple themselves. It grew as a world 
power, as its sturdy citizens, to whose 
natural increase were added immi- 
grants from the Old World seeking 
to obtain here the liberty and pros- 
perity denied them in their own coun- 
try, spread over the face of the land, 
reduced the prairies and forests to cul- 
tivation, built cities, constructed high- 
ways and railroads, till now a nation 
which at the formation of the govern- 
ment numbered only 3,000,000 in popula- 
tion has grown to 980,000,000, and from 
ocean to ocean and from the lakes to 
the gulf, the country is the free abode 
of a prosperous people advanced in 
the highest degree in the learning of 
arts of civilization. It is the liberty. 
the advancement and the prosperity of 
its citizens, not any career of con- 
quest, that make the country a world 
power. This condition we owe to the 
bounty of providence, unfolded in the 
great natural resources of the coun- 
try, to the wisdom of our fathers man- 
tested im the form of government es- 
tablished by them, to the energy. in- 
dustry, moral character and law-abid- 
ing spirit of the people themselves. We 
are not a military people bent on 
conquest, or engaged in extending our 
domains in foreign lands or desirous 
of securing natural advantages, how- 
ever great, by force; but a people lov- 
ing peace not only for ourselves, but 
for all the nations of the earth. 

The display of great military ar- 
maments may please the eye and, for 
the moment, excite the pride of the 
citizen, but it cannot bring to the 
country the brains, brawn and mustie 
of a single immigrant nor induce the 
investment here of a dollar of capital. 
Of course such armament as may be 
necessary for the security of the coun- 
try and the protection of the rights 
of its: citizens at home or abroad, 
must be maintained. Any other course 
would de not only false economy, but 
pusilianimous. I protest, however, 
againet the feeling, now far too prev- 
alent, that Dy reason of the command- 
ing position we have assumed in the 
world, we must take pert in the dis- 


| of the world. 


we should intervene in every important 
question that arises in other parts 
I also protest against 
the erection of any such military es- 
tablishment as would be required to 
maintain the country in that attitude. 
We should confine our international 
activities solely to matters in which 
the rights of our country or of our 
citizens are directly involved. That 
is not a situation of isolation, but of 
independence. 
The government of the United States 
was organized solely for the people 
of the United States. While it was 
contemplated that this country should 
become a refuge for the oppressed of 
every land, who might be fit to dis- 
charge the duties of our citizenship 
and while we have always sympathized 
with the people of every nation in their 
struggies for self-government, the gov- 
ernment was not created for a career 
of political or civilizing evangeliza- 
tion in foreign countries or among 
alien races. The most efficient work 
we can do in uplifting the people of 
other countries is by the presentation 
of a happy. prosperous self-govern- 
ing nation as an ideal to be emulated. 
a model to be followed. The general 
occupation of our citizens in the arts 
of peace or the absence of large mili- 
tary armaments, tends to impair 
neither patriotism nor physical courage. 
and for the truth of this I refer the 
young men of today to the history of 
the Civil War. For fifty years with 
the exception of the war with Mexico, 
this country had been at peace, with 
a standing army most of the time of 
less than ten thousand men. He, who 
thinks that the nation had grown ef- 
feminate during that period should 
read the casualtv rolls of the armies 
on either side of Shiloh, Antietam. 
Fredericksburg and Gettysburg, at 
Stone River and at Chickamauga. I 
would be the last man to pluck a 
single laurel from the crown of any 
one of the military heroes to whom 
this country owes so much, but I in- 
sist that their most heroic deeds pro- 
ceeded infinitely more from devotion 
to the country than from martial spirit.

BERLIN, Aug. 10. [By Atlantic 
Cable.}—-The struggle on the Berlin 
Bourse over the shares of the Hiber- 
nia, Coal Company is the sensation of 
the day here. It is a new experience 
for Germany to see great banks en- 
gaged in a fight to get control of an 
immense property, accompanied by 
threats of one party to oust the old 
directors and elect their own men. 
An interesting feature is that the 
Prussian government is the power be- 
hind the throne, its offer, July 28, to 
acquire the Hibernia company’s as- 
sets having precipitated an intense 
warfare between two groups of banks. 

The Dresdener Bank and its de- 
pendencies represent the government's 
interests. All the other great banks 
of the city, under the leaders of 
the Bleichroeders and the iner 
Handelsgeselichaft, united in  resis- 
tance to the government's offer. This 
situation has assumed a dominating 
role in the stock market since the 
publication of the government’s offer. 
The shares stood at about $200 on 
June 15. They touched 268% today. 
Other coal shares have risen 30 to 40 
points this month, the market arguing 
that the state certainly wil) attempt 
to secure further coal properties.

W aldeck-Rousseau Dies Aft- 
er Critical Operation. 


All Wee Mourns One of 
Her Foremost Men.

His Funeral Will be of a 
National Character.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—{By Atlantic Ca- 

J Former Premier Waldeck-Rous- 
seau died at 2:45 o'clock this afternoon 
at his country residence at Corbeil, 
eighteen miles from Paris, from the 
effects of an operation which his med- 
ical attendants deemed to be a final 
necessity. 

A similar operation which was per- 
formed in Paris some months ago 
proved partially successful, and the 
former Premier was well enough to be 
removed to Corbeil, where it was 
hoped thht rest and the effect of the 
country air would restore his strength. 
The evil, however, was not éradicated 
and alarming reports regarding the 
condition of the distinguished patient 
have been circulated frequently. 

Despite the efforts of his family to 
conceal the truth, M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau'’s condition during the last few 
days became much aggravated. the 
patient having frequent hallucinations 
and displaying extreme weakness. The 
family accordingly called in two fa- 
mous liver specialists, Prof. Hans 
Kehr, a German, and Dr. Armor, a 
Canadian surgeon, who at a consulta- 
tion decided that since the liver had 
ceased to perform its functions, an im- 
mediate operation was the only hope 
of saving the patient's life. M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau was informed of the 
necessity for this operation and re- 
ceived the news with calmness and 
courage. 

The operation was performed at noon 
today by Prof. Kehr, who was assisted 
by Dr. Armor and three French sur- 
geons. It at first appeared that the 
operation, which was admirably con- 
ducted, would prove successful and the 
patient was removed from the oper- 
ating table to bed, but the pulse be- 
came more feeble and despite the ad- 
ministration of tnjections of serum, 
the patient gradually sank, and died 
without regaining consciousness. 

Mme. Waldeck-Rousseau, Jacques 
Lieuville, the patient’s brother-in-law; 
Rene Waldeck-Rousseau, his nephew, 
and three intimate friends were pres- 
ent at the time of his death. 

A priest was summoned from Paris 
to administer the last rites to the 
minister, but he was too late. 

When the death of the former Pre- 
mier became known, messages of con- 
dolence began to arrive. The first came 
from Premier Combes, who tele- 
graphed: 

“I have received the news contained 
in your telegram with the keenest 
grief. Please explain to Mme. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau the share I take in her 
mourning, which is the mourning of 
all France.” 

Premier Combes decided to postpone 
his departure from Paris and the 
Cabinet wil! meet tomorrow to con- 
sider the detalis of the funeral, which 
the government desires shall be of a 
national character. 

HIS CAREER IN BRIEF. 

Pierre Mairie Erneste Waldeck- 
Rousseau was born at Nantes, France, 
IThecember 2, 1846, and was a son of 
Rene Waldeck-Rousseau, at that time 
a prominent member of the Assembly. 

M. Waldeck- Rousseau studied law 
at St. Lazare, where he practiced for 
some time before settling at Rennes. 
There he made his first entrance into 
politics, being elected Deputy in 1879. 
He then became prominent in the 
ranks of the Republican Union, which 
was very conspicuous in opening the 
way for innovation and present re- 
publicanism, and was considered one 
of the most prominent orators of the 
Assembly. His best known work was 
for the reform of the judiciary. 

He was reélected August 21. 1881, 
and November 14 of the same year, al- 
though only W years old, was admitted 
into Gambetta'’s cabinet as Minister of 
the Interior. The short-lived ministry 
of Gambetta did not offer a fitting 
chance to Waldeck-Rousseau to prove 
his ability at that time. The resigna-

In addition to nominating prospe 
tive Senators and Assemblymen ne 
delegates to the convention electei 
trom the second, fourth and fifth Su- 
pervisoral districts will nominate can- 
Gidates to represent their respective 
Gistricts on the Board of Supervisors. 
CONGRESSIONAL CONVENTION. 
Delegates to the Seventh Congress- 
ional District Republican Convention 
will meet in the rooms of the Republi- 
can League on West Second street at 
10.30 o’clock tomorrow morning for the 
purpose of nominating a Republican 
candidate for Representative in Con- 

gress from this district. 

Ninety-eight delegates will be pres- 
ent either in person or proxy. In- 
asmuch as the nomination . of James 
McLachian, the incumbent, to succeed 
Himself is assured, little interest cen- 
ters about the meeting. 

At the time the county convention is 
in session, a convention will be held to 
select delegates to the State conven- 
tion, which will be held in Santa Cruz 
on August 25.

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The Late Senator Vest Narrowly 
Missed Being One of the State's 
Early Settlers. ‘ 


{Pittsburgh Dispatch:] It was only 
by accident that George Graham Vest 
became a Missourian instead of a Cal- 
‘ifornian. With thousands of other 
young men of his time he got the gold 
fever when he was about twenty-three 
years old, and left his Kentucky birth- 
place for a transcontinental trip in a 
coach. While crossing Missouri he 
and his perty were spilled out by the 
overturning of their vehicle, and young 
Vest was stalled in the village o 
Georgetown with a broken arm. 

The disabled argonaut had studied 
law in Kentucky, and, when he was 
called by a slave owner to defend in 
court a negro charged with the murder 
of a White woman and her two chil- 
dren, he was glad of the job. Vest's 
eloquence succeeded in clearing the 
prisoner, but the case was promptly 
carried u to Missouri's Supreme 
Court—that is, before Judge Lynch— 
and the verdict of the jury in the 
court below was overruled. The cul- 
prit confessed his guilt, and was given 
short shrifft at the stake. It seems 
that this herrible method of wreaking 
mob vengeance is no recent revival of 
medieval barbarism. 

Then the. mob turned its attention 
to the daring young lawyer from Ken- 
tucky, a he was given twenty-four 
hours to leave town. His reply was 
to open a law office in the village the 
very next day. The order of the mob 
aroused his antagonasm, arfd he then 
and there gave up his California 
dream. Vest succeeded in building up 
a practice, and a few years later re- 
established himself in the larger town 
of Booneville. 

Vest was famous among his col- 
leagues at Washington as a poker and 
faro player. He possessed that requi- 
site of the successful card player, a 
face as impassive as a stone. At faro 
he went on the theory that when a 
player has a streak of luck it is safe 
to play to the limit, while if luck 16 
against him it is absolutely useless to 
risk a cent. In one celebrated game 
his antagonist was a sa loon-keeper 
and proprietor of the bank, who acted 
on a different theory, the result being 
that after his cash had been cleaned 
out by Vest he threw his saloon busi- 
ness into the breach.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Some easiness developed in peaches 
today because (t increased supplies, but with 
trade fairly extensive, prices showed no ma- 
terial depreciation, althvugh offerings had to 
be of highly-attractiv» quality to warrant 
outside figures. Sound selections of shipping 
stock found good outlet for export to Port- 
land at or near top quotation. Cannhers were 
not able to secure any stock, although their 
representatives freely offered §35 a ton for 
best grades. Cina ones were far too scarce 
to cht any figure in the market. A firm tone 
was reflected in the market for apples, and 
top quality lines ruled strong & hardened 
values, under animated demand. Trading in 

per sorts was of good volume, and gen- 
eral conditions rather favored the selling ele- 
ment. Bartlett pears were about as pre- 
viously quoted, although the demand was less 
keen. Top-quality selections moved off mod- 
erately well at full quotations, but No. 2 
kinds were not wanted, and were Quoted 
easy, with holders inclined to urge business 
bv shading asking prices. Canners took first 
quality lots at the maximum rate, but failed 
to operate in lower-priced kinds. The market 
was plutted with ordinary plums and prunes, 
and exhibited an easy undertone at uneven 
rates. Fancy shippiny lines, however, were 
scarce and sold freely at improved rates. 
Figs and nectarines found fair sale at quoted 
rates and better lifes of grapes, suitably 
packed for shipments, were well cared for 
at revised quotations, Ordinary stock con- 
tinued abundant and weak. Nutmeg melons 
and cantaloupes were over-plentiful, and ir- 
regular prices prevailed, holders of the former 
being inclined to clean up at reasonable 
prices. Watermelon. dragged at easy prices. 
Berries were in light supply, and being most- 
ly of off qualit’ sold slowly at uneven rates. 
Fresh supplier of late Valencia oranges were 
offering and desired sizes easily brought best 
rate in jobbing ways. Other citrus - fruits 
were tame and featureless at previous prices. 
Potatoes showed certain -steadiness under in- 
creased tradin~ attracted by recently-reduced 
reduced figuresfigures. General offerings con- 
tinued heavy, but close clearances of lower 
priced lines were affected in filling shipping 
orders from Southwestern points. The bet- 
ter sorta held up fairly well at prevailing 
rates, but the movement was restricted main- 
ly to a routine movement in local channels.

SHOES FOR MEN. 


Patent Leathers Will be the Correct 
Thing for Both Dress and 
Street Wear. 

{New York Times:] Patent leather 
will be the thing for men's shoes this 


winter, both for dress and street wear. 


This the manufacturers have decided 
on, and man must yield whether he 
wills or not. The double-decked“ 
sole and the ‘bulldog’ toe have been 
cast aside for less eccentric and neater 
shapes. “Staple shape” is what the 
manufacturers call the patterns they 
are turning out. These have had a 
forerunner in the shape of the tan 
shoes, which have been all the go this 
summer, and which will hold the vogue 
they now have until cold weather is 
well on us in October or November, 
according to the prophets at this sort 
of thing. There has been an attempt 
to revive the “toothpick” shape 
abroad, but this has not met with ap- 
proval among the fashionable and 
well-dressed men, and the rounded 
toe that is a happy medium between 
the ‘bulldog’ and the “toothpick” has 
alone been accepted. 
London at one time set the fashion 


In shoes, but this is not the case now, 


as the American manufacturer has so 
successfully invaded the foreign field 
that the fashion is made here. Both 


the German and the Frenchman, as 


well as the Britisher, take kindly. to the 
American shoe, the chief reason be- 
ing » the well-shaped and easy- 
feeling machine-made shoe is so much 
cheaper that even the extremists in 
dress hesitate to take the made-to- 
order shoe that does not fit so com- 
fortably on the normal foot as does the 
American custom-made article. 

Plain patent-leather Oxfords, with a 
ribbon tie, will be the proper thing 
for a dress shoe, while for the street 
there will be both the high tle and 
the button boot, each with a slightly 
decorated toe cap, a modest sort of 
affair. in both the patent leather itself 
and the enameled leather and vici 
kids, both of which will be provided 
for those men who find that the pat- 
ent leather is too heating or too apt 
to crack to sult them. ö 

Among the extremists there will be 
an attempt to force the wearing of the 
patent-leather shoe with a top of 
either white kid or suede tops in the 
various light browns and tan shades. 
Berry Wall. Louis Orativia, “Rob” 
Hilliard, and the late Lorillard Kip all 
tried at various times to make a “go” 
of this fad, and all in turn falled to 
find followers. There was the preju- 
dice against them that there has al- 
ways seemed to exist in this country 
against the spat, though the latter has 
at times had something of a vogue, 
and at one time a dozen years or so 
ago, was really the correct thing 
among “the fellows of the clubs.” Man- 
ufacturers do not think the attempt 
will be any more of a success now than 
at previous attempts, though the prev- 
alence of the white tennis and vucht- 
ing shoe at the summer resorts this 
year they look on as a possible straw 
showing a tendency that way. 

Another thing that has helped to a 
belief that the innovation may be pop- 
ular is the success that has heen had 
with a line of oxfords and slippers 
put out by one of them. They are 
made of lizard skin, and come in solid 
and mixed colors. For veranda wear 
they have a certain vogue—among men 
Who go to extremes in dress—in the 
oxford shape, and have had a real 
succers as slippers. In the latter they 
have been in champagne, heliotrope, 
black and gold, grays, and even in 
lighter colors, notably combinatlons un 
which blues and pinks have played a 
part. The oxfords have been in grays 
and light browns. The slippers have 
sold well, and for house wear are really 
a very good sort of thing, and not at 
all inappropriate. But though 500 
Newport and Lenox have tolerated 
the shoes, and Saratoga may enthuse 
over them in August, their reign will 
be short, for they are at best but a 
passing fa@. But they may point the 
way, us some manufacturers think, to 
the patent leather with the light top 
for street wear this winter. The new 
lizard shoes are said to be made from 
the skin of the huge ligards that are 
common in the South American coun- 
tries, from which they are imported.

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STARTLING INJUNCTION | 
IS ASKED FOR BY CITY. 


cApplies to Hundred Miles 
o/ Water-bearing Land. 
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Courts to be Requested to Restrain People of Entire 
San Fernando Valley from Pumping Water from the 
tarth Beneath Their Feet - Los An Claims to 


Own the Whole Flow. 


HE city of Los Angeles is be- 

ginning one of the most important 

and far-reaching injunction suits 
ever brought by any municipality in 
the West. The restraining order asked 
for will apply to a territory more 
than 500 square miles in extent—the 
entire San Fernando Valley—and it is 
based on the efforts of the city to 
conserve its water supply. 

Next week the legal papers will be 
in readiness for an application for an 
injunction restraining every owner in 
the San Fernando Valley from taking 
water from beneath his lands, as the 
city claims all the water of the val- 
ley as its own. 

This contention is based on the old 
pueblo rights, which have been sus- 
tained by the courts. It is now te be 
put to the final test, ard an attempt 
will be made to prevent the further 
curtailing of the flow of the Los An- 
geles River, which has dwindled to an 
alarming degree. 

Yesterday the Los Angeles River 
was lower than at any time in the his- 
tory of this city, since readings have 
been noted. The results shown by 
the meter are startling. 

The figures given herewith indicate 
all the flow of the river above Tropico, 
or down to the lowest point of diver- 
sion. The meter readings yesterday 
gave 40.2 cubic feet per second. The 
reading on July 19. last showed 43.08 
cubic feet per second. 

That this source of supply is slowly 
dwindling may be shown by the meter 
readings on previous years. The low- 
est river flow in 1903. was on July 15, 
when it was 42.33 cubic feet per sec- 
ond. On June 27. 1902, which was the 
lowest reading for that year, the rec- 


-ords show 46.23 cubic feet per second, 


and on the same date the year be- 
fore, the flow was 48.30 cubic feet per 
second. 


ONE-HALF GONE. 
The water records show that dur- 
ing the past eleven years the flow of 
the river has diminished from 81 cubic 
feet per second to the reading of 
yesterday, 40.25 cubic feet per second— 


a diminution of one-half the volume |. 


of water. 

A vast amount of water is being 
pumped from under the San Fernando 
Valley lands, and it is this water 
which the city claims and which it 
will try to hold. by the court's restrain- 
ing orders, on the landowners of the 
valley. There are probably forty 
pumping plants in the valley: and more 
are being placed at present. 

There are practically three cases 
which uphold the city’s title to the en- 
tire waters of this vallev. These cases 
will all be readily recalled by the older 
residents of the city. 

The most important of these was 
the Pomeroy and Hooker case. This 
arose out of a suit brought by the 
city to condemn lands in the San Fer- 
nando Valley for headworks for the 
city water system. Messrs. Pomeroy 
and Hooker, the ¢«efendants, made the 
claim that the lands had an additional 
value for the water which ran be- 
neath them; but the city claimed all 
this water under its pueblo rights, and 
held that only the value of the land 
itself should be considered in the con- 
demnation. 

The decision was in favor of the 
city in the Suverior Court, the State 
Supreme Court and the United States 
Court. With this basis the new injunc- 
tion suit will be brought next week. 


The two other cases were those of. 


the West Los Angeles Water Com- 
pany and the Crystal Springs Water 
Company. In both of these there was 
no final adjudication before the courts, 
but the companies confessed judgment, 
thus strengthenine the contention of 
the city for its rights to the entire 
water of the valley. 

The city will ask for a blanket in- 
junction to cover the entire valley. 
a territory more than 600 square miles 
in extent. The papers in the case are 
being prepared by the firm of Lee & 
Scott, the city’s special counsel. 

HARD ON SAN FERNANDO. 
While the protection of every avail- 
able source of water supply for a city 
of 150,000 inhabitants is a great re- 
sponsibility, and one which demands 
constant vigilance, at the same time 
the effect of the proposed injunction, 
if granted by the courts, will be so 
far-reaching on the interests of the 
San Fernando Valley, that it can 
scarcely be estimated. 

Should the city’s demands be sus- 
tained it means the practical confiaca- 
tion of the water supply of many of 
the productive ranches of the San Fer- 
nando Valley. and their only hope 
would be in the creation of new systems 
of impounding reservoirs in the moun- 
tains. 

On its face, the proposition that 
would prevent a ranch-owner from 
drawing the water which runs under- 
neath his own land does not strike 
the average citizen as exactly fair play; 
but the city in extenuation would show 
that it held the legal rights to the 
waters of the valley long before the 
ranches were opened up. Here is a 
problem, which apparently will work 
hardship, whichever way it is solved. 
That the San Fernando Valley people 
will fight to the last ditch, goes with- 
out saying. 

NORMAL RESERVE AGAIN. 

Superintendent Mulholland announced 
yesterday that the normal water re- 
serve of 74,000,000 gallons was again 
in the reservoirs, for the first time 
in over twenty days, and he is feel- 
ing greatly relieved in consequence, 

At the beginning of the serious con- 
ditions in the water storage system 
the city for ten days was losing .- 
000,000 gallons more than it was pump- 
ing. Then the note of alarm was 
sounded through The Times, and citi- 
zens were urged to curtail the use 
of water and avoid all waste. 

In the following ten days the re- 
serve reservoirs gained 35,000,000—thus 
gaining for the city practically 70.— 
000,000 gallons through the people be- 
coming aroused to the need of cau- 
tion in the use of water. 

But while the pleasing fact was 
brought out that the majority of Los 
Angeles citizens are willing to put 
forth their best efforts to save the wa. 
ter supply, it also brought out the 
peculiar traits of the “water hog” in 
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a most exasperating manner. The day 
after the papers warned the public of 
the possibility of a water famine if 
conditions then prevailing were not 
checked, the water department records 
showed that more water had been used 
than on the days just preceding. It 
Was a case of the “water hog’ not 
only keeping his snout in the trough, 
but of jumping in with all four feet 
when he sau a prospect of being cut off 
from supplies. 

As ua result many of the Immoderate 
users of water were readily spotted 
by the inspectors and meters were at 
once clapped. on their service pipes. 

The water department has now placed 
almost 40,000 meters, and is pushing 
this work as rapidly as possible. They 
are being set in all sections of the city, 
wherever the inspectors find those who 
do not use the water with discretion, 
and where warnings against violations 
of sprinkling rules are ignored. 

Within a few days Superintendent 
Mulholland will take steps toward ex- 
tending the tunnel underneath the Los 
Angeles River at Buena Vista street. 
Tis tunnel is now 1153 feet in length 
and it will be extended 600 feet. 

Good progress is being made in the 
laying of large water mains on Grand 
avenue, and another extension, soon to 
be made, will be the layMfig of 12-inch 
pipes on San Fedro street from Wash- 
ington to Jefferson streets, and on 
South Park avenue southward. There 
is now a six-inch main on San Pedro 
etrect, 
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Suppose you had paid r fare on a

The entire improve- 
ment will cost over $22,000. 

The importance of the plan adopted 
not only as a beautifier of Broadway, 
but as an enhancer of the value of 
property on the city’s widest and most 
beautiful thoroughfare, is not to be 
overestimated. e increase in values 
will no doubt be most marked in the 
extremities of the district, which being 
out of the active business portion of 
the street are now indifferently lighted.

GRILLING OF ORANGE BOSS 
AN ATTORNEY.

Efforts to Show that Eastern 
Weather Last Winter Was Not as 
Severe as Has Been Asserted by 
the Agency—Tedious Hearing Will 
Probably be Concluded Today. 


Abbot Kinney's attorneys in the case 
of his charges against A. H. Nattzger 
attempted yesterday a feat which the 
most reckless weather clerk never yet 
dared to undertake. 2 

The government weather sharps 
strive to fix futures only, but Kinney’'s 
attorneys, Messrs. Petchner and Trip- 
pet, sought to reform the weather of 
the past. They tried to show that the 
New York temperatures during Janu- 
ary, February and March last were 
of a refined and elevated character and 
did not stoop to low things such as 
the zero mark. Thus they endeav- 
ored to disprove the assertions on the 
part of the Agency that the severity of 
the cold weather last winter inter- 
fered with the marketing of the cit- 
rus crop. 

A laugh by Nattsger caused a lit- 
tle storm which was one of the inci- 
dents of the day. It provoked Attor- 
ney Petchner. 

“That is all right.“ said Mr. Petch- 
ner, “but there is a saying somewhere 
in holy writ that we may smile and 
smile and be a vegetable still.” 

“I wasn't smiling at your carload 
of fruit, but I couldn't refrain from 
‘laughing at your silly deductions; but 
go ahead, Petch,” said Naftsger. 

A large 14 of the morning session 
was occupied by Attorney Trippet, 
who with, a rhetorical fork speared 
Naftzger, held him over a verbal fire 
and turned the fruit-marketing boss 
over and over so that about all the 
sides of him except the inside could 
be examined. Trippet dwelt largely 
and at some length upon the criminal 
— of taking rebates and the like- 
ihood or possibility that Mr. Naftz- 
ger had received more rebates than he 
had turned over to the exchanges. 
Trippet became poetical at times, quot- 
ed Shakespeare. and otherwise went 
through various contortions and gyra- 
tions in an effort to assert that he be- 
lieved the charges which Abbot Kin- 
ney said he never made, were true. 

“Where did Naftzger acquire his for- 
tune?“ inquired Trippet. We are not 
allowed to inquire into the exact status 
of Mr. Naftzger’s financial standing,” 
said he. “He confessed that a part of 
his money was secured through his 
connection with car-line business. We 
do not make charges of embezziment. 


There has been enough of crimes com- 


mitted here to allow us to ignore the 
charge of embezzlement. | 

ere is no need to prove that 
_ Naftzger pocketed rebates to substan- 
tiate the charges. Mr. Naftager, in 
‘testifying before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission said he could ac- 
count for no rebates for the season of 
1896-97. He now tells us that he al- 
ready has stated all he was prepared 
to tell regarding that subject. During 
that season the rebates easily could 
have been $25,000 to $60,000. It would 
be impossible to prove that Naftsger 
kept rebates. His memoranda in such 
cases has been destroyed and the books 
of the various agencies with which he 
dealt, show no records of such rebates, 
according to the testimony of wit- 
ne ren. 

This matter rests wholly in the 
mind of Naftzger and his memory re- 
garding these matters is very poor. In 
taking up this subject it first is neces- 
sary to investigate the position Naftz- 
ger occupied in relation to the orange 
industry. There are several thousand 
growers These were combined into ex- 
changes. There were about eighty 
packing-houses. About 80 per cent. of 
these were combined with the Califor- 
nia Fruit Agency through the Califor- 
nia Citrus Union or the Southern Call- 
fornia Fruit Exchange. On top of 
that pyramid was Naftzger, hoisted as 
president and manager. If there had 
been attempted an arrangement to take 
all power from the growers no more 
successful scheme could have been de- 
vised. 

“Fruit growers absolutely had no 
connection with the highest official. 
To reach him they were forced to go 
through a score of sub-companies. It 
is difficult to reach through corporation 
upon corporation and trust upon trust, 

“The poor marketing has been laid 
on the directors, the sub-exchange, the 
packing-house associations and finally 
on the growers. 
for what is Mr. Naftzger drawing sal- 
ary? To date he has attempted to 
shift all the blame for results upon 
someone else. Mr. Naftsger, in tes- 
tifying, said that any grower could 
discover how his fruit was being mar- 
keted. But when he endeavored to ex- 
ercise his right of inquiring how other 
fruit was marketed by ‘the Agency, the 
grower was turned down 

Speaking with reference to the Over- 
land Fruit Dispatch, of which Naftz- 
ger practically was manager, the 
speaker said that, instead of making

fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission regarding high freight rates 
the official had spoken briefly and add- 
ed that the vital testimony had been 
brought out by cross-examination of 
others.

UNCOVERED HIS BRAIN. 


Operation at County Hospital to Re- 
rrove Large Portion of Man's 
Skull. 


In the presence of more than a score 
of other physicians and medical stu- 
dents yesterday, Superintendent Bar- 
ber of the County Hospital, assisted by 
several members of his staff, per- 
formed one of the most extensive tre- 
panning operations ever attempted in 
this part of the country. Operations 
of that character are not uncommon, 
but it is seldom that so much of a 
man’s skull has to be removed and 
then replaced. 

The patient is a Mexican named Fer-- 
nando Romero. He was brought to 
the County Hospital from Monrovia 
unconscious from a fracture of the 
skull. He had been working with a 
team, and, while stooping, one of the 
horses had planted its iron-shod hoof 
directly against his head, with such 
force that the man’s skull was frac- 
tured in horeshoe shape, the full size 
of the horseshoe. It was a matter of 
surprise that he had not been in- 
stantly killed. He was hurried to the 
hospital and prepared for the opera- 
tion. Dr. Barber found it necessary to 
remove pieces of the broken skull until 
a large area of the man's brain was 
ex posed. pressure on the brain 
was removed, the hemorrhage stopped, 
the means of drainage supplied, and 
then the patient soon recovered con- 
sciouness. Dr. Barber is receiving 
congratulations from the local mem- 
bers of the profession on the success of 
the operation. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


Omri Bullis, Prominent Mason Killed 
by Falling Windmill at His Home 
at Lynwood, 


Omri Bullis, a prominent Mason and 
well-known resident of Lynwood, was 
killed yesterday afternoon by a wind- 
mill falling on him at his home.

BEST STRUCTURE OF ITS KIND 
IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


— — 


Work Will Begin Next Week 
New Enterprise — Will be Over 

- Three Hundred Feet Long, Seven- 
ty-eight Feet Wide and Will be 
Built to Stay. 


Work on the new Aliso street bridge 
will begin next week. 

When completed it will be the best 
roadway bridge in Southern California 
and one of the best in the State. 

The structure, which wfll cross the 
Les Angeles River at Aliso street, will 


de 310 feet long and 78 feet wide. 


There is to be a twenty-foot road- 
way on each side. Between these 
roads will be a twenty-seven-foot strip 
which will be used for a double track 
roadway for the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany, which has joined with the city 
in the enterprise. There will also be 
a five-and-one-half-foot sidewalk on 
each side for pedestrians. 

The bridge is to be of the steel 
plate girder style and there will be 
four spans each seventy-seven feet 
long. These will rest on three con- 
crete piers on pile foundations and 
two concrete abutments at the ends. 

For each of these spans there will 
be two railway and two roadway 
girders, (sixteen all told.) each seventy- 
fix feet, two inches long. The rail- 
Way will be eight and the roadway 


, girders seven feet in height. 


The bridge was designed with the 
one idea of stability and the City En- 
gineer declares that there is practically 
nothing about it to wear out and that 
with proper care it should last for 
many years.’

SENORA MARIA DE LEONIS AP- 
PEARS IN COURT. 


— .. — 
Basque Friend Wants His Com- 
issi Subsidiary Suits in Great 


Leonis Litigation Still Remain 
Unsettled—The Two Submitted 
Are on the Files? 


A little dried-up but pleasant-faced 
woman occupied a seat in Judge 
Trask's court yesterday, and the dark- 
ness of her skin and extreme modesty 
of her attire gave no indication of the 
important figure she has made in the 
legal history of this county. 

It was the Sefiora Maria Espiritu 
Chijulla de Leonis, relict of the Basque 
sheepherding King, Miguel Leonis. 
His flocks and herds ranged over 4 
hundred hills, and his lands were 
measured in mileage’ rather than by 
acres. When he died he left an estate 
valued approximately about $1,000,000. 
Ignorant of the ways of the world, he 
had not taken any particular meas- 
ures to surround his estate with such 
precautionary methods as would pro- 
tect his wife, and then circumstances 
told against him beside. The matters 
of his estate were rendered more com- 
plicated by Manuel Leonis dying first. 

When the brothers made their wills 
each left his property under certain 
stipulations to the surviving brother. 
When Miguel Leonis died there were 
the two estates to be administered 
upon, and an old, loyal-hearted but 
very ignorant Mexican woman being 
the heiress to the vast domain in the 
Rancho Las Virgenes and the Rancho 
El Escorpion. 

Then might attorneys have joined in 
singing a gloria in excelsis for about 
twenty of them jumped in and got 
themselves inextricably tangled up in 
the administration. Suits of all kinds 
were brought in the courts, and for 
many long and weary years the liti- 
gation continued. Several years ago 
the main suit was closed and the at- 
torneys lined up in court and had 
their fees conceded. In addition to a 
homestead that was made over to the 
Sefiora de Leonis by agreement of 
all the parties concerned, there id sup- 
posed to be about -$150,000 coming to 
the widow. But while that is a goodly 
bunch of money, the litigation has not 
stopped. 

Yesterday another phase of the suit 
of F. E. Walsh, administrator of the 
estate of Laurent Etchepare, deceased, 
against Maria Espiritu Chijulla de 
Leonis was before the court: In one 
shape or another the same facts have 
been worried over many a time before. 
Etchepare died in 1901 and on October 
14, 1901, it was determined in a suit by 
the Sefiora de Leonis against Walsh 
that there was owing from her to him 
the sum of $2444, with 7 per cent. in- 
terest from July, 1899. This indebted- 
ness was secured by a deed executed by 
the sefiora to Etchepare in 1894, by 
which certain lands were conveyed to 
him as her attorney in fact. These par- 
ticular lands were the same that were 
granted by the last Mexican Governor 


dians named Urbano, Odon and Man- 
uel. That was in 1845, and the history 
of that transfer and what happened to 
the trio of Indian -landholders is a 
story in itself. 

As she had to fight for her rights 
the seflora gave a power of attorney 
to Etchepare, also a Basque, to act 
for her in all things, and she agreed 
to pay him 10 per cent. on the vaiue 
of all property recovered from the es- 
tate of Miguel Leonis. While the sum 
of $2444 is sought in the present suit, 
the 10-per-cent. valuation on the $150,- 
000 awarded to the Sefiora de Leonis 
is also at issue in a kindred suit, and 
yesterday both were submitted to the 
court on the les, and briefs to be 
filed within a time stipulated.

SHE SWORE IN FRENCH.

The theaters were “lovely;” to 
dance was “divine;" and to indulge in 
either with an attractive escort—the 
husband didn't come under this head— 
was simply distracting. when 
pretty Mrs. Genniver came home late 
at night she would neither tell where 
she had deen or with whom. When the 
husband remonstrated she cussed a 
blue streak, and mostly in Frencn. 

Then she left and the husband went 
to Chicago, only to find that she was 
in San Francisco. When he reached 
that city he found the bird fiown 
and he never did overtake her, though 
he corresponded by letter. She per- 
emptorily refused to have anything 
more to do with him. 

A friend of Genniver’s corroborated 
the husband, and stated that he met 
Mrs. Genniver in San Francisco with 
men known to be of a fast type. As he 
saw her at the theaters and elsew 
he invited her to accompany him the 
next time he met her on the street. 
He tried to make up to her what she 
considered lacking in the behavior of 
her husband, and the witness said 
that as he was somewhat sportily in- 
clined he gave her the time of her life. 

The court granted the 
decree.

DR. MINNIE WELLS'S FORTUNE. 


Dr. Minnie Wells lived modestly and 
unobtrusively in this city, and only 
her patients knew much about her— 
and that wasn't too much. Now that 
she is dead it turns out that her prac- 
tice must have been quite profitable, 
for she has left an estate valued at 
350.000. 

Mary Minnie Wells, M. D., was a Ca- 
nadian woman who came here some 
years ago and opened up in business as 
a “female specialist.“ Her house on 
Figueroa street was surrounded by an 
air of quietude, and it seemed as if 
the patients must enter and leave dur- 
ing the night hours, for few persons 
were ever seen at the portals of the 
hospital or sanitarium, or whatever it 
was called.

Dr. J. Ananias Edmonds, the Grand- 
father of Polo” overlooked an oppor- 
tunity to still further distinguish him- 
self as a humane officer yesterday at 
Santa Monica. Had he, at the expira- 
tion of the first period of polo at 
the old grounds, immediately arrested 
Capt: Tom Driscoll and his Santa 
Barbara mates on the charge of 
cruelty to the Los Angeles boys, no 
sane spectator could have demurred 
at the justice of the act.

The Channel City aggregation 
need fear none in the country and had 
no difficulty in rolling up nine goals, 
being scored on but onee, and then 
only after a series of individual 
stunts by Tommy Weiss of such scin- 
tillant brilliancy that the audience 
cheered for nearly a minute.

DAY OF FUNERALS. 


Business Suspended at Pueblo 
While Citizens Give Themselves up 


to Burying Many ‘Victims of

day Night’s Wreck. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


UEBLO, Aug. 10.— The beauty of 
P today was marred for hundreds ot 

Pueblo citizens who witnessed the 
passing of friends and relatives whose 
bodies were being conveyed to their 
fina! resting places. 

Early in the day all preparations had 
been completed for the funerals. The 
undertakers and liverymen were se- 
verely taxed in supplying hearses and 
vehicles, but all were finally accommv- 
dated and soon long lines were wend- 
ing their way to the various ceme- 
teries. Many bodies were sent to other 
cities last night and today. 

Sad, indeed, were some of the ple- 
tures to be seen; instances of father 
and mother being borne to the grave 
followed by three and four or more 
children were not infrequent. Down- 
town the streets were crowded with 
people watching the processions and 
business was almost at a standstill. 

The search for victims, which has 
been so faithfully conducted the pas: 
two days, was resumed at dawn toda; 
but the chances of further recovery of 
the dead bodies grow fainter as time 
passes, although many persons sup- 
posed to be victims are as yet un- 
accounted for. 

The work of identifying the victims 
has been difficult but perhaps not 
more so than in other similar cases. 
The names have been duplicated and 
quadruplicated with trifling variations 
until the lists have been swelled +o 
even more than 100. The list of iden- 
tified dead as reported this morning, 
with the addition of the bodies recov- 
ered yesterday, numbers 71, with 
three unidentified and 28 missing. 

INVESTIGATION UNDER WAY. 

The Coroner’s jury was brought to- 
gether this morning and resumed its 
investigation. A mass of evidence is 
being collected, but has been of litt!c 
consequence, although it has, resulte! 
in bringing out the fact that a party of 
ghouls were driven from their nefa- 
rious work by officers, who say, how- 
ever, that they secured little plunder. 
Holding of bodies for ransom nas also 
developed. 

One of the unidentified bodies was 
recognized shortly before 11 o'clock 
this morning as being Mrs. Ada 
Campbell of Pueblo. This leaves two 
unidentified bodies in the morgue. 

The wrecking crews succeeded in 
entering the overturned chair car this 
morning but no bodies were found. 
This was about the last place where 
bodies were expected to be found at 
the scene of the wreck and any fur- 
ther discoveries will probably be made 


* 
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farther down the river or dug from 
the sand. 

Carl Prince of Aurora, III., was iden- 
tified: as one of the two bodies remain 
ing in the morgue this afternoon.

‘CITAND FAST! 

A deliberate and thoughtful con- 
sideration of the Senatorial situation 
does not reveal anything which should 
dishearten the friends of Senator 
Bard. On the other hand, there is 
every reason why they should stand 
fast to the end, in the wholly reason- 
able hope of ultimately overcoming 
the effects of Tuesday’s temporary 
set-back and of winning the confest 
for their distinguished leader. Noth- 
ing is yet decided. Frank P. Flint is 
not elected to the United States Sen- 
ate, and Senator Bard is by no means 
defeated for reélection. 

What, after all, has been accom- 
plished by the Flint faction? It has 
secured control of the Los Angeles 
county convention, which means that 
it will organize that convention and 
in all probability pass Flint resolu- 
tions. But the results of the Assem- 
bly District and Senatorial District 
conventions are not yet known, de- 
cause those conventions have not yet 
been held. The Fimt managers who 
expect pro-Flint Assemblymen to be 
elected in certain of these conven- 
tions may be disappointed. There 
will not be one, but several candidates 
in each of these conventions; and Mr. 
Flint’s claims to control of the South- 
ern California delegation in the Leg- 
islature are decidedly premature. 

Looking at the situation in the 
South, we find Riverside and Orange, 
Ventura and Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obispo and Kern, with a total of 
eight votes in the Legislature, solid 
for Bard: the San Bernardino and 
Inyo conventions will be held today, 
and their two votes will, it is thought, 
be for Bard. On the face of the re- 
turns it is entirely probable that Los

San Diego may not instruct, 
may not even express a preference 
and may go to Sacramento foot loose 
and fancy free: or it may even give 
Bard all or a portion of its strength. 

Certainly there is nothing in the 
situation to date which should dismay 
Senator Bard and his friends. It is 
worse than absurd to talk about the

RKER’S SPEECH. 

If the Democracy has been count- 
ing upon Judge Parker to deliver a 
ringing pronouncement which will ia- 
flame the country with enthusiasm for 
the party and its leader, it will be 
sorely disappointed by a reading of his 
speech made yesterday to the Notifica- 
tion Committee. From, its plethora cf 
words, from its involved and technical 
expressions, from its vague allusions 
and timid hints there can be picked a 
few subjects of national concern 
treated with a hesitancy and manifest 
intention to be adroit which plainly 
indicate lack of strong conviction and 
bold, straightforward declaration cof 
sincere beliefs. 

Parker announces his resignation 
from the bench, and after giving voice 
to sentiments of national duty and res- 
ponsibility which have been exploited 
for ages and to which all loyal Ameri- 
cans subscribe, he plunges into the 
labor question. Unfortunately, he 
deals in Democracy’s time-honored 
“glittering generalities,” discusses law 
like a lawyer, and finally comes to the 
conclusion that the Republican party is 
right in taking the position that every 
man has a right to pursue any lawful 
occupation of his choice in a law- 
ful manner; and his inconsistency 
straightway appears when he seeks to 
condemn the strong arm of law and 
order in Colorado which guaranteed 
that right and which intervened io 
erush those who had for many years 
denied that right to independent, law- 
abiding workmen. 

He treats the tariff question at con- 
siderable length, favoring, of course, a 
reduction of import duties. He plainly 
states, however, that the country need 
expect nothing in the line of tariff re- 
duction at the hands of Democracy, if 
it should be successful in the forth- 
coming election, for the very adequate 
reason that Democracy would not be 
able to de anything with a Republican 
Senate standing guard over America’s 
industrial and commercial prosperity 
and blocking Democratic efforts to de- 
stroy that prosperity. 

Parker recognizes America as a 
world power—and admits it. Thus he 
again corroborates what the Republi- 
can party has long stood for. 

He traverses the Philippine question 
in many words; makes the discovery 
that “the accident of war brought the 
Philippines into our possession and 
we are not at liberty to disregard the 
responsibility of that which comes to 
us, but that responsibility will be best 
subserved by preparing the islanders 
as rapidly as possible for seli-gev- 
ernment and giving to them the as- 
surances that it will come as soon as 
they are reasonably prepared for it.”

He dodges it as ef- 
fectually as his party’s platform 
dodges it; and his failure to come out 
strong and clear on the subject only 
adds to the prevailing doubt of his 
sincerity and trustworthiness on the 
financial question. 

His protest against the huge stand- 
ing-army bogieman is far-fetched and

in the quarrels of other nations. 

He thinks one Presidential term is 
enough—and the whole tenor of his 
address makes it clear that he will 
consider himself in great luck if he 
gets that. 

The country has waited long for 
Judge Parker to speak; and now, hav- 
ing spoken, he has said nothing which 
can, in any measdre, shake the con- 
fidence of the people in the ability of 
the Republican party to bring peace, 
plenty and prosperity to the country. 


EST VIRGINIA. 

Y Principally for the reason that 
the Hon. Henry Gassoway Davis has 
been nominated for Vice-President on 
their ticket, Democrats profess to 
hope that they can carry the State of 
West Virginia. Mr. Davis is well 
thought of in his own State, it is true, 
but he would have to be a phenome- 
nally popular man to succeed in revo- 
Intionizing West Virginia’s staunch 
Republicanism. The people of that 
commonwealth, in common with the 
people of the country at large, will 
doubtless regard Mr. Davis as being 
too old for the office he seeks, and, 
furthermore, they can see no reason 
at all for transferring their allegiance 
from their own party and take 
chances on the precarious conditions 
that would result from Democratic 
control of the government. 

West Virginia has been a notably 
strong Republican State ever since 
1896. In that year it gave McKinley 
a plurality of 11,487 votes, and in 
1900 increased it to 21,022. The same 
year it elected a Republican Governor 
by a majority of 18,581. The entire 
State government is Republican; the 
Legislature is Republican by forty-six 
on joint ballot and the party has both 
United States Senators. Nothing 
short of the most unreasonable opti- 
mism would dream of a State like 
West Virginia, under its present con- 
ditions, flopping over to an uncertain 
Democracy. 4

IN SAN PEDRO. 


WHOLE FAMILY POISONED EN 
ROUTE FROM ELSINORE.

Nathaniel Copeland Dead and Mrs. 
Manes and Her Mother Seriously 
Sick—Husband With Many De- 
pendent Upon Him Has no Money 
or Means of Support. 


SAN PEDRO, Aug. 10.—George 
Manes and family, lately of Oklahoma, 
who have been residing in Elsinore the 
past few months, started for San Pe- 
dro overland last Sunday morning. En 
route they purchased and ate canne‘ 
tomatoes, resulting in. ptomaine poli- 
soning of the entire family. 

Mrs. Manes and her mother and 
brother, Nathaniel Copeland, ate 
heartily of the poisoned food, resulting 
in the death of Nathaniel and the se- 
rious Umess of Mra. Manes and her 
mother. 

Sunday evening the party camped 
for the night and opened a can of to- 
matoes. In the morning they ate some 
of the same tomatoes, after leaving 
them in the original tin can over 
night. During the day the whole party 
developed symptoms of poisoning, bu: 
seemed to improve until late Monday 
night. At that time they were camped 
just outside of Long Beach, and early 


in the morning a Long Beach doctor 


was called to examine Copeland and 
the women. He pronounced Copeland 
very sick and advised the party to 
immediately take steps toward taking 
proper care of him. A preseription 
was filled at a d store and the party 
proceeded on to n Pedro. Arriving 
here Drs. Gwaltney were called upon, 
but Nathaniel was beyond medical «aid 
and died at 3-o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Mrs. Manes and her mother, 
Mrs. Copeland, are both very sick, and 
there ts little hope for the recovery of 
the former. The family, consisting of 
Manes and wife and four children, to- 
gether with the mother of Mrs. Manes. 
are cared for by William Springer and 
family, at whose house they stopped to 
inquire for a doctor and ask for as- 
sistance. Manes is entirely without 
money or means of support, having 
agen to San Pedro to find something 
do. 

The remains of Copeland were taken 
care of by Undertaker Lucas, and an 
inquest will likely be held tomorrow.

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MIDNIGHT PISTOL SUICIDE 
SANTA MONICA.

Young Man of One of the Promi- 
nent Spanish Families, After Hav- 
ing Been for Many Years a Drinker, 
Takes His Own Life—Heavy lin- 
crease in Assessment Valuation. 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 10.—A 
smothered pistol shot was heard about 
12 o’clock in a fashionable quarter of 
Ocean avenue last night. All attempts 
to locate it proved without avail and 
the mystery was note leared up until 
about 11 o'clock today, when the body 
of Alexander Bandini was found cold 
in death in his bed at the family 
home on Oregon avenue near Arizona.
